Claims 21-23 , drawn to a computer storage medium stored VLIW 
instructions comprising the first instruction which is a branch target and 
which is uncompressed and the second instruction follows the branch 
target which is compressed according to the scheme where formats are 
assigned to instruction according to features of the instructions, classified 
in class 712, subclass 300. 

III. Claim 25, drawn to a computer storage medium with stored instructions 
including a first instruction including format field to specify an instruction 
compression format and a second instruction follow the first instruction 
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that is compressed according to the format field in the first instruction 
classified in class 717, subclass 143.
